Refugees 


South Bend — Msgr. John 
S. Sabo, pastor of Our Lady

visit to refugee camps on the 
Austro-Hungarian frontier with 
first. hand reports of privation, 
hunger and sickness. 


Co-ordinating plans for the im- 
migration of refugees to the 
United States, Monsignor Sabo 
challenged citizens of St. Joseph 
county to continue their aid to 
Hungarians and “go a step further 
by accepting a planeload of refu- 
gee families — not of the fit and 
healthy, but families with sick and 
poor.” 


POINTING out that many fami- 
lies in Austrian refugee camps 
have one person with such. ill- 
nesses as tuberculosis and cannot 
pass medical examinations for en- 
trance into the U.S., he said these 
families have a tragic decision to 
make: either to give up hope of 
coming to this country or to aban- 
don a loved one. 

“To accept such a group of 
families would be a great chal- 
lenge and true charity on part 
of St. Joseph county. We're

An attempt to have the refu- 
gees brought into this country 
as “parolees,” which would en- 
tail a stay for weeks in places 
like Camp Kilmer until their 
cases were investigated, was 
largely defeated by the efforts 
of CRS-NCWC. Msgr. Edward E. 
Swanstrom, CRS-NCWC execu- 
tive director, insisted that the 
refugees were entitled to visas 
under the Refugee Relief Act 
and said that CRS-NCWC would 
insist that each refugee it assist- 
ed come to this country with a 
visa, After this stand was taken, 
the plan to bring the refugees 
into the country as “parolees” 
was dropped.

“THE MOST DEATHS occurred 
on October~26,” he said, “when 
the Soviet tanks came rolling in, 
There was no one on the streets 
but the tanks poured shells an 
bullets into the homes and killed 
scores of persons—mostly women 
and children.” 

“I am grateful to be in this 
country,” Horvat stated, “but if I 
knew we could get enough weap- 
ons to continue our fight for free- 
dom, I would go back to Hungary. 
Without weapons we can do noth- 
ing.” 

Another refugee who took part 
in the Hungarian fighting was 19- 
year-old Antal Szemerei. He ar- 
rived here with his parents, Janos 
Szemerei, 57, and his wife Magda- 
lena, 55. 

CRS-NCWC has arranged for 
the family to live with Mrs. Szem- 
erei’s Sister, Mrs. Anna Gehler 
of Chicago. 

Mr. Szemerei was a mechanic and 
operated a motorboat in Gyoer. He 
and his wife left Gyoer on Novem- 
ber 9. They traveled 35 miles by 
boat, then walked about 20 miles 


that probably an additional 5,000 noes 


to the Austrian border. Antal 
‘was not with them; he escaped by 
another route. 

Antal is a tall, brown-haired 
youth. As he told about his 
part in the revolt the expression 
in his eyes conveyed what he 
was thinking: I have grown ma- 
ture too soon, 

“Hungarian youth wanted 
freedom, not bloodshed,” he 
said. “Whe: we started t- take 
down the Red flags from public 
buildings in Gyoer, the security 
police arrived and began shoot- 
ing. Many of my friends were 
killed.” 


“Persons from 10 to 60 took 
part in the fighting. We got out 
wagons by attacking the police. I 
saw one teen-age girl try to snatch 
some ammunition from a Russian 
tank. She was riddled by Soviet 
bullets.” 


Antal and five companions were 
stopped at night by security police 
while distributing leaflets protest- 
ing against Soviet aggression. 


After eluding the police, Antal 
welked across the border into Aus- 
tria. He was reunited with his 
parents in the Paxmaneum Semi- 
nary in Vienna. 


A FACTORY WORKER in Gy- 
oer, Antal said that he intends to 
study in the U.S. and become an 
engineer. 

Does he hate the Russians? 
Well, here is his reply: “You can’t 
hate beasts. You can only pity 
them.” 

Alice Slezak, 23, a girl who tried 
to crack the iron curtain for six 
years, finally made it. She arrived 
here with her mother, .but her 
father remained in Budapest. 

Alice told how the Communists 
tried to indoctrinate students in 
Red ideology after the Sacred 
Heart Academy in Budapest was 
taken over by the Soviets in 1949. 
She was president of a student 
study group. 

Al’ce made her first attempt 
to escape in February, 1951, 
with several other students. 
When they were within sight of 
the barbed wire at the border, 
one of the girls stepped on a 
mine. The explosion blew off 
her foot at the ankle. The bor- 
der guards arrived and took the 
girls into custody. | 

Last spring, Alice applied for 
admission to the medical univer- 
sity. She has had a year of pre- 
medical training. 

On November 1 she and her 
mother began walking toward the

Urging workers present to “live 
up to your contract, give a full 
day’s work,” Jonusas told the en- 
tire group to insist that good, cap- 
able people represent you on all 
levels of community action.

HE REMINDED his audience 
that “whatever happens in your 
community does effect you.

The Gary labor leader was 
addressing a meeting of the 
Southeast district council of the 
Fort Wayne Deanery Council of 
Catholic Men at St. Mary’s church 
here. Long active im Gary la- 
bor circles, Jonusas only last 
year stepped down from a suc- 
cessful tenure as Gary ACTU 
president. 

He told the group that deficien- 
cies in labor organizations are “a 
direct reflection of the caliber-of 
the membership.” “To many mem- 
bers,” he added, “live by the phil- 
osophy that their union responsi- 
bility ends with the payment of 
dues.” 

Union funds are sometimes mis- 
appropriated because members 
fail to take “concerted measures to 
safeguard their common posses- 
sions,” he charged. “They make 
no effort to understand issues or 
to learn the operation of their 
unions.” 

This “disinterested member- 
ship,” he added, causes “a great 
many good, honest union officers 
to lose their missionary spirit.” 


STATING that “no other organ- 
ization is challenged with such 
concerted efforts by courts, legis 
lators and employers,” Jonusas 
said that labor has “been forced 
to employ more efforts political- 
ly for the sake of self-preserva- 
ion.”

Since October 23, the first day 
of the Hungarian uprising, more 
than 35,000 refugees have entered 
Austria. 


THE GREAT NUMBER of Hun- 
garian refugees has _ increased 
Austria’s refugee population to 
more than 200,000 persons from 
various countries. The problems 
connected with the proper care 
of these people have caused anxi- 
ety to those in charge of welfare 
organizations. 

Many of the refugees in Austria 
prior to the Hungarian uprising 
are still living in camps and other 
quarters which are unsatisfactory. 
The demoralizing effect of such 
hardship has prompted Austrian 
Caritas authorities to do all they 
can to avoid such circumstances 
in the present situation. 

Austrian Caritas has mobiliz- 
ed all its forces te provide ade- 
quate temporary housing for 
the Hungarian refugees. Many 
of these people are being placed 
in provincial hotels — not in 
heavy use at this time — where 
they will be housed and will have 
some quiet in which te decide 
where they wish to emigrate. 
Cartias is anxious that the refu- 
gees be offered jobs as well as 
homes. Both are necessary, the au-|. 
thorities insist, if the escapees are 
to build a normal life for them- 
selves. 


THE PAMPHLET idea, sponsor- 
ed by Msgr.

Chicago — (NC) — “Teen-age 
gangs are rougher and tougher to- 
day than ever before,” but the 
City of Chicago has done little to 
cope with the problem, a priest 
said here. 


Father Ralph Gallagher, SJ. 
professor of sociology at Loyola 
University, stated that Chicago 
“has allotted only a few thousand 
dollars to start a youth program, 
in comparison to over three mil- 
lion dollars voted by the City of 
New York for the same purpose.” 


The teen-age problem includes 
girls, he continued, and it can be 
attributed to the complacency of 
parents and other citizens, plus an 
almost complete lack of discipline 
among youth. 


Father Gallagher, a frequent 
lecturer at special police depart- 
ment classes, said rough gangs 
have been formed because “we 
force teen-agers to go into dives 
when they are unable to find 
anywhere else to go.” 


He suggested that city schools 
be kept open in the evenings so 
that supervised teen-age activities 
could be conducted in them. He 
criticized youth organizations that 
do little but “function for publici- 
ty’s sake.”
